You  all  know  Bubach  and  prob¬ 
ably  have  often  thought  what  a  grand  variety  it  would  be 
if  its  defects  were  corrected.  Sharpless  is  old,  but  none 
the  less  one  of  the  best.  So  the  Buster  seems  to  be  Bubach 
with  Sharpless  correcting  its  faults,  and,  as  is  often  the 
case,  the  offspring  has  much  improvement  of  both  par¬ 
ents.  It  is  pistillate,  like  Bubach,  which  it  resembles.  It 
has  one  of  the  most  healthful  foilage  among  all  the  straw¬ 
berries.  It  will  stand  more  cold  weather  and  hard  treat¬ 
ment  than  any  berry  grown  mid-season.  A  heavy  yielder 
of.  Big  berries. 

Red  Gold.  The  Wonderful  New  Spring  Variety.  Red 
Gold  is  a  revelation  in  the  spring  varieties.  The  berries 
are  simply  enormous  in  size.  Color  is  shining  red  and 
they  are  full  of  delicious  sweetness  with  that  wild  Straw¬ 
berry  flavor.  Does  not  contain  the  acid  found  in  the 
common  kinds.  Eat  all  you  like.  Meaty,  tender  flesh, 
not  pithy.  Requires  less  sugar  to  make  preserves.  Many 
use  only  half  the  ordinary  amount.  Stems  are  very  strong 
and  stout,  holding  the  berries  out  of  the  dirt.  Stems  are 
loaded  with  these  mammoth  berries.  Red  Gold  plants 
make  runners  very  freely.  Root  system  goes  down  12  to 
15  inches.  Fruiting  season  thirty  days. 

Harvest  King  This  wonderful  new  June-bearing  Straw¬ 
berry  was  originated  in  Northern  Michigan,  where  the 
summers  are  short  and  late  spring  frosts  are  common, 
and  is  one  of  the  hardiest  Strawberries  known.  Deep  red 
color,  delicious  flavor,  large  size,  and  is  superior  as  a 
canning  berry,  retaining  its  original  flavor  and  dark  red 
color  even  after  cooking.  Because  of  the  many  good 
features  of  Harvest  King  it  is  displacing  some  of  the 
older  varieties,  both  for  market  and  home  garden.  Perfect 
flowering,  and  can  be  planted  alone,  late. 

New  Blakemore  Strawberry,  (Perfect)  Eextra  early  var¬ 
iety.  The  New  Blakemore  Strawberry  (U.  S.  D.  A.  No.  659) 
was  originated  from  a  cross  of  the  Missionary  and  Pre¬ 
mier  in  1923  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Marcus  Blakemore, 
president  of  the  National  Preservers  Association.  The 
berries  are  very  firm,  bright  red  in  color,  tough  skin,  solid 
center  with  excellent  flavor.  It  produces  runners  in 
abundance  and  fruits  about  two  weeks  earlier  than  the 
Premier.  Has  lighter  Pectin  content  than  most  varieties 
and  is  slightly  blunted  conical  in  shape  with  broad 
shoulders  and  slim  neck. 

The  plants  should  be  set  about  24  in.  apart  if  set  closer 
they  may  get  too  thick.  This  new  strawberry  is  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  United  States  Agricultural  Department 
and  should  be  tried  out. 

Cooper  (S).  By  many  growers  this  variety  has  taken  the 
place  of  the  old  Uncle  Jim.  Claimed  to  be  better  in  color 
flavor,  shape,  size  and  productiveness.  Plants  are  healthy 
and  vigorous,  strong  fruit,  stems  hold  berries  well  off 
the  ground.  Berries  are  large,  light  in  color,  but  of  ex¬ 
cellent  quality.  Fine  for  local  markets  because  its  fine 
shape,  size  and  excellent  quality  sell  it. 

Glen  Mary  (P.  &  S.).  An  old  midseason  to  late 
variety  of  much  renown,  Healthy  plants.  Berries  are  dark
